She will be free 
at 22.

He has been charged 
with first degree murder, 
an offence punishable by 
life in prison with no pa¬ 
role, or death. 

“I could think of no 
more important work 
than investigating the 
taking of a life,” Beze¬ 
more said yesterday. 

The 34-year-old mother 
of two was found floating 
in a storm runoff 
pond near her home in 
Cary on July 14, two 
days after she had been 
reported missing by a 
friend. 

An autopsy confirmed 


that she had been stran¬ 
gled. 

Police didn’t list Brad 
Cooper as a suspect in her 
murder, though Nancy 
Cooper’s family members 
testified last week that 
they think he is responsi¬ 
ble. 

Temporary custody of 
the couple’s two and four 
year old daughters has 
been awarded to their 
grandparents, Garry and 
Donna Rentz, who live in 
Sherwood Park. 

In the time since 
his wife’s murder, 
Brad Cooper has 
been fighting to re¬ 
gain custody of his 
daughters. 

“Today our fami¬ 
ly needs to say 
thank you for 
all those people 
that stood by us 
and supported 
us during the most com¬ 
plex 108 days of our histo¬ 
ry,” Garry Rentz said. 

“We are very grateful to 
Judge Sasser for giving us 
the opportunity to pro¬ 
vide care for our grand¬ 
daughters during these 
turbulent days.” 

Brad Cooper is current¬ 
ly being held in custody 
in Raliegh, N.C., and 
makes his first court ap¬ 
pearance today.

Late report filed of 
robbery, shooting 

investigation Citycops say 
a violent robbery and shoot¬ 
ing at a club near 118th Av¬ 
enue and 58th Street Satur¬ 
day morning wasn’t report¬ 
ed to police until a day and a 
half later. 

Two black men and two 
black women approached a 
man outside the bar around 
2:30 a.m.

A bar staffer walked out 
of the bar and interrupted 
the attack, and the victim 
and the worker ran back in¬ 
to the bar, police said. 

The gunman followed, 
and fired a shot into the bar, 
police said.

Police say the incident 
wasn’t reported until 6:30 
p.m. Sunday, but they are 
still investigating the case.

“A manager, basically su¬ 
pervising the process, 
caught it,” said de Villiers, 
who added the risk to affect¬ 
ed patients is low.

caught at a 25-bed acute care 
centre in a small northern 
Alberta community, about 
365 km northwest of Ed¬ 
monton. 

“They are all human be¬ 
ings. There will be mistakes 
that will be made,” said 
Liepert about staff at the 
hospital during a press con¬ 
ference at the Legislature 
yesterday. 

“We’re not pointing fin¬ 
gers and we are not laying 
blame.” 

Liepert said the Health 
Quality Council of Alberta

“We are trying to make 
sure this doesn’t happen 
anywhere else.” 

The province’s acting 
medical health officer, Dr. 
Gerry Predy, says syringes 
are “not supposed to be re¬ 
used in the system, but it 
was common practice in the

“This is a systematic fail¬ 
ure,” said Alberta Liberal 
Health critic David Swann 
who is a former medical 
health officer. “The risk is 
significant.”

Cain and Democrat Barack 
Obama slammed each oth¬ 
er’s economic plans yester¬ 
day as wrong for the cur¬ 
rent downturn as they 
butted heads in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania in launching 
an eight-day dash to the 
election. 

Trailing in the 
polls, McCain at¬ 
tempted to gain 
traction on the 
economy by appear¬ 
ing with economic 
advisers at a Cleve¬ 
land hotel and vow¬ 
ing to quickly take 
steps to restore con¬ 
fidence in the wilt¬ 
ing U.S. stock mar¬ 
ket, keep people in their 
homes and create jobs if 
elected on Nov. 4. 

Obama, holding a poll 
lead nationally and in 
many battleground states, 
began making what his 
campaign called a “closing 
argument.” 

In Pittsburgh and in Can¬ 
ton, Ohio, Obama rallied 
supporters not to let up in 


their drive to gain Demo¬ 
cratic control of the White 
House. “We can’t afford to 
slow down, sit back. We 
cannot let up for one day 
or one minute or one sec¬ 
ond in this last week,” he 
said. 

“In one week, at this 
defining moment in histo¬ 
ry, you can give this coun¬ 
try the change we 
need,” he said.

women and children were 
alive at the site when they 
left. 

The Pentagon and the 
White House have refused 
to officially confirm or de¬ 
ny U.S. involvement in the 
incident, which alarmed 
France and Russia. Both 
countries called on the 
United States to respect 
Syria’s territorial sover¬ 
eignty. 

If confirmed, it would be 
the first U.S. military strike 
inside Syria since the 2003

Americans are 
moving left. Cana¬ 
dians are moving 
right. It’s almost al¬ 
ways been the other way 
around. In fact, it’s been 80 
years since we’ve seen this. 
The only comparable time 
was when Franklin Roo¬ 
sevelt came to power after 
we elected arch-Tory R.B. 
Bennett. 

That, too, was in a 
time of economic peril. 
Bennett didn’t last long. 
FDR’s liberalism soc 
spread across the bor¬ 
der. A rising tide, 
they say, lifts 
all boats. It 
lifted our Lib¬ 
eral ones 
sunk Ben¬ 
nett’s. 

This 


memory has probably in¬ 
truded upon Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s roomy cranium by now. 
There are those polls saying 
Canadians favour Democrat 
Barack Obama for the U.S. 
presidency by a margin of 
four to one! He’s an Ameri¬ 
can politician with a Cana¬ 
dian mindset. Or at least 
what has generally been 
considered a Canadian 
mindset. He’s certainly no 
guns and God guy. He 
favours public health care, 
has a social conscience, 
prefers diplomacy to unilat¬ 
eralism. “I know that the 
hardening of the lines,” he 
once wrote, “dooms 


by JFK. He is an independ¬ 
ent thinker, not transfixed 
by any ideological trap¬ 
pings, but internally strong. 
It seems he has followed F. 
Scott Fitzgerald’s dictum: 
“Life is something that can 
be dominated — if you’re 
any good.” 

I’m trying to imagine 
Stephen Harper paired with 
him. Our PM can handle 
himself intellectually with 
anyone, but the danger for 
him is that he will look 
soooo last century up 
against Barack Obama. 

It’s true that Harper has 
moderated some of his orig¬ 
inal hard¬ 
core con¬ 
servative 
gospels. 
But he’s 
still an old- 
alliance 
type on 



foreign policy, he’s still a 
foot-dragger on the environ¬ 
ment and he’s still more of 
a Milton Friedman disciple 
than a Keynesian. There are 
cycles of history. It’s tough 
if you get caught up in the 
wrong one. 

It’s not just Harper who 
tilts against the new tide. 
There is other evidence of 
our rightward shift. Our 
population is moving West, 
the resource wealth is in 
the West, the Alberta influ¬ 
ence gains strength, our 
media is more right-wing 
than ever. On the other 
hand, the fact that Harper 
didn’t win a majority 
against a weak opponent 
tells you something. So does 
our overwhelming lean to¬ 
ward Obama. 

Franklin Roosevelt be¬ 
came more popular here 
than R.B. Bennett. John F. 
Kennedy became more pop¬ 
ular than John George 
Diefenbalcer. In these ca¬ 
reening times, they are 
precedents worth noting.

Now is the time to slow down immigration 



It now seems evident we 
are going to experience a 
serious economic reces¬ 
sion, but so far there has 
been no suggestion that it 
is time to cut back on the 
extraordinarily high immi¬ 
gration intake of the last 
10 years. 

In the past, when Cana¬ 
da faced an economic 
downturn the immigration 
intake was also reduced. 
This was a sensible policy 
and beneficial to Canada 
and to immigrants. There 
is little sense in bringing 
immigrants here when 
they are unable to find 
jobs and either end up on 


our welfare rolls or dis¬ 
place other resident work¬ 
ers. Unfortunately, the pol¬ 
icy of regulating immi¬ 
grant numbers to labour 
force realities was aban¬ 
doned in favour of a con¬ 
stant intake of about one- 
quarter of a million immi¬ 
grants each year — regard¬ 
less of labour force condi¬ 
tions. 

Consequently, we now 
have close to 1 million im¬ 
migrants waiting in the 
backlog to enter Canada. 
All of them have met the 
requirements and, by law, 
must be admitted. There 
are a further 60,000 to 
70,000 asylum seekers al¬ 
ready here waiting to ap¬ 
pear before the Immigra¬ 
tion and Refugee Board 
(IRB) and whether they are 
found to be genuine 
refugees or not, most will 
be allowed to remain. 
Added to this number are 


between 150,000 to 
200,000 temporary work¬ 
ers in Canada and many of 
these will not return home 
when their contracts ex¬ 
pire. 

Our political leaders did 
not want to discuss immi¬ 
gration during the election 
campaign. All the parties 
are on record of wanting to 
raise immigration levels. 
They do this despite grow¬ 
ing evidence that immigra¬ 
tion is not making any sig¬ 
nificant contribution to 
our economic prosperity 
and does not in any way 
help us with our so-called 
aging problem. 

A study published this 
summer by Prof. Herbert 
Gruber of Simon Fraser 
University showed that in 
the year 2002 alone, the 
costs in services and bene¬ 
fits received by 2.5 million 
immigrants who arrived 
between 1990 and 2002 ex¬ 


ceeded the taxes they paid 
by $18.3 billion. This 
amount is roughly the cost 
of our Afghanistan cam¬ 
paign. 

It is time our political 
parties stopped using im¬ 
migrants as pawns in their 
political games and begin 
to act in the interests of all 
Canadians. A first step 
would be to cut the immi¬ 
gration flow in half and ad¬ 
mit only the first in line of 
those waiting in the back¬ 
log and restrict new appli¬ 
cants to the children and 
spouses of people already 
here. This is an opportuni¬ 
ty for our political parties 
to work together when 
Parliament is recalled. 

Let’s see how they re¬ 
spond.

Canadian employers look¬ 
ing to cut costs to 
withstand the global 
financial crisis are 
planning to whittle away 
at wage increases in 2009, 
the Conference Board of 
Canada said yesterday. 

Even before the market 
meltdown in September, 
companies said they were 
planning to scale back 
non-union wage increases 
to 3.9 per cent next year af¬ 


ter raising them about 4.2 
per cent in 2008, according 
to the think tank’s survey 
of 395 employers from 
June through August. 

The market meltdown 
since then likely means 
that increases will be clos¬ 


er to 3.4 per cent than the 
3.9 per cent projected by 
the respondents, said a 
Conference Board official. 

Other forecasts in the re¬ 
port, if revised, are also 
likely to be lower, it said. 

“Chaos in the financial 


markets south of the bor¬ 
der and globally will un¬ 
doubtedly put downward 
pressure on wages in Cana¬ 
da,” the Conference Board 
said in its annual survey. 

The biggest pay hikes 
will be in the oil and gas 
industry and other natural 
resources, and Western

My wife is 
not in the frame of mind 
to deal with tax issues re¬ 
lated to his death but I 
would like to help as much 
as I can. Can the funeral 
cost be deducted on his 
tax return? He repaid part 
of his Home Buyer’s Plan 
(HBP). Does he pay tax on 
the balance?

You and your 
family have my 
sympathies. There 
are some things in life that 
if we can avoid dealing 
with, we will. Our mortali¬ 
ty is one. Taxes is another. 
The passing of a loved one 
generally leaves the family 
hurt, shocked and in disar¬ 
ray. There are so many 
things to get done. Least of 
all, taxes. 

Unfortunately, taxes are 
part of death as it is part of 
our everyday life. Records 
should be kept in a place 




that is safe, known to fami¬ 
ly and easily accessible 
when needed. Personal ex¬ 
penses such as funeral 
cost, probate fees and ad¬ 
ministration cost to estate 
are not tax deductible. The 
deceased must report the 
entire balance owing to a 
HBP in the year of death. 
However, an election can 
be made by the surviving 
spouse to assume the re¬ 
payments and defer taxes. 

Filing a deceased taxpay¬ 
er’s return can be compli¬ 
cated — seek the advice of 
a tax professional.

Your mission, should you 
choose to accept it: 

Bulging biceps, washboard 
abs, impenetrable pipes 
and a chiseled jaw. 

Oh, plus a sharp secret op¬ 
erative intellect, weapons 
proficiency and the ability 
to make A-list actresses 
swoon over you. 

If Daniel Craig can play 
James Bond, why can’t you? 
Sure, maybe you can’t prod 
the barhop for a shaken 
martini as suavely as he can, 
but a Bond body may be at¬ 
tainable. 

Jon Bula, personal trainer 
and owner of Vancouver’s 
Groundworks Athletics, says 
you must prepare if you 
hope to shape a Bond-lilce 
physique. “If your end goal 
is to look like James Bond, 
you need to set the plan in 
motion on how you’re going 
to get there,” he says. “A 
James Bond body is not go¬ 
ing to come easy. That’s 
hard work, not a gimme.” 

While building your up¬ 


per body seems like a key 
area to turn from average to 
Adonis, Bula says he tells his 
clients that working their 
lower body is just as impor¬ 
tant. 

“(My clients) look at me 
like I’m weird, but when 
you train your lower body, it 
improves testosterone and 
growth hormone release, 
and it actually helps the rest 
of your workouts,” he says. 

Add that to weight train¬ 
ing and finding the motiva¬ 
tion to work out five days a 
week and Bula says men 
need not invest in a high- 
priced personal trainer to 
find results. 

But, Bula urges a toned 
figure is more than just the 
absence of body fat. He says 
you need to focus on food, 
too. “You can train like a 
mad man and if you’re 
overeating and drinking too 
much alcohol, you’re still 
going to be chubby and 
you’re not going to see the 
benefits of your training.” 

But how can you be like 
Bond without drinking his 
token martini? Doug Cook, 
a dietician at St. Michael’s 


Hospital in Toronto says the 
traditional martini — gin 
or vodka and vermouth — 
is just fine in moderation.

Other dietary considera¬ 
tions Cook recommends in¬ 
clude following a higher 
protein diet and ensuring 
you consume appropriate 
fats, which he says are im¬ 
portant to maintain testos¬ 
terone levels and aid in 
burning body fat. 

And while Cook contends 
a healthy diet doesn’t re¬ 
quire supplements, he says 
nutrients will direct meta¬ 
bolic rates for health and 
exercise. “A general multi¬ 
vitamin really should be 
recommended for every¬ 
body across the board.”

Even the villain was 
impressed. “Whoa,” said Le 
Chiffre, the terrorist banker 
in Casino Royale, after 
Daniel Craig's James Bond 
was strapped naked into a 
chair before the film's 
excruciating torture scene. 
“You've taken good care of 
your body. Such a waste.” 

You knew something had 
changed when Craig’s 
Bond walked out of the 
surf in the reboot of the 
Bond franchise two years 
ago in a blue and black La 
Perla swimsuit. Only this 
time it was Bond, not the 
Bond girl, who was show¬ 
ing off an incredible 
physique, and in one 
stroke men all over the 
world had one more reason 
to feel a bit inadequate. 


Becoming James Bond — 
if such a thing were possi¬ 
ble — starts with the man 
himself, a fine physical 
specimen in all but the lat¬ 
er Roger Moore films; a 
killing ma¬ 
chine by 

trade. My 

journey to tty 
and be a bit 
more 007 starts with my 
gym, Bloor Street Boxing in 
Toronto, where Trevor, the 
head trainer, tells me what 
I’d need to do to even hope 
to fit into those swim 
trunks. 

“With someone like 
Daniel (Craig) he didn’t just 
start this the other day,” 
Trevor tells me. “It’s a long 
term thing to get there. 
The first little bit will al¬ 
ways be easier. That’s 
where a lot of people go 
wrong — they work out 
and lose a bunch of weight, 


but they don’t move on.” I 
need to sprint, not jog, for 
one — “With a lot of those 
stunts, he has to be more 
explosive” —and I need to 
avoid the weight machines 
in favour of 
the free 

weights, and 
exercises like 
dead lifts, 

squats and the overhead 
press. 

He tells me that if I come 
in every other day and 
work out for a year, doing 
cardio all the while, I 
might come close to the 
Bond physique. 

My next step is Rob Fer¬ 
reira’s Krav Maga Toronto, 
where he lets me sit in on a 
lesson in the martial art de¬ 
veloped by the Israeli army. 
Judo and karate were once 
the voguish Bond martial 
arts, but it’s more realistic 
to imagine Bond, an ex-spe¬ 
cial forces soldier, learning 
this far less elegant disci¬ 


pline. “It’s really basic,” 
Rob tells me. “Primal is a 
good way to describe it. 
They want you to address 
the immediate danger by 
any means necessary ... 
Whatever the attack might 
be, a punch, a grab, a 
choke, a knife, a stick, a 
gun — whatever. It trains 
you to use your instincts.” 

I spend most of the hour 
trying to escape a bear hug 
by trying to kick Pat, one of 
Rob’s trainers, in the groin 
— one of the “two heads” 
Krav Maga teaches you to 
target. I wake up the next 
morning almost unable to 
stand, but I have an ap¬ 
pointment at Silverdale 
Gun Club, outside 
Beamsville, Ont., where 
Frank, a serving army offi¬ 
cer, offers to show me how 
to handle a gun Bond style. 

After a lecture on gun 
safety, Frank pulls out an 
AR-7, a compact little rifle 
that packs up into its own 


stock, and was featured in 
both From Russia With 
Love and Goldfinger. After 
a bit of coaching, I’m able 
to get a few shots on target, 
but then he moves me up 
to the sorts of weapons 
that Bond might pick up 
along his way — a 9mm Yu¬ 
goslav-made Tokarev and a 
1911 Colt .45 Al. 

They’re real handguns, 
and I’m hopeless with 
them; even shooting while 
sitting, or standing with 
both hands firmly wrapped 


around the grip, I’m barely 
hitting the bull’s-eye, but 
when I try shooting with 
one arm, the recoil sends 
my arm twitching; puddles 
in front of the target ex¬ 
plode, and clods of mud 
kick into the air, splashing 
mud on the target that re¬ 
mains unmolested by any 
ordinance. I am off to a 
poor start on my journey to 
become James Bond.

Season’s-end sadness 


DVD picks 


I JUST DON’T KNOW WHAT 
TO DO WITH MYSELF: The 

season finale of Mad Men 
unexpectedly brought 
back a feeling I hadn’t had 
in years — a sudden 
melancholy at the thought 
of waiting months for my 
favourite show to return. 

The Germans probably 
have a multisyllable word 
for it — if they don’t, I’m 
nominating Ferns ehen- 
trauer (really, it works, 
you’ll have to trust me) — 
and I probably haven’t felt 
this way since they can¬ 
celled Kolchak: The Night 
Stalker 
back when 
Gerald Ford 
was still 
president. 

Most of a 
year will 
pass before 
season 
three, and 
unless 

something genius erupts 
onto the small screen in 
the meantime, I’m going 
to have to content myself 
with the deluxe complete 
holiday gift-ready Dead- 
wood and Sopranos box 
sets until then. 

As expected, the Cuban 
Missile Crisis was the his¬ 


torical frame for the finale, 
and the volume of Frank 
O’Hara poetry that was 
both prop and fetish object 
earlier in the season — 
Meditations In An Emer¬ 
gency — provided the all- 
too-perfect title. A few 
loose ends were tied up, 
but not enough to make it 
look like a swansong, or to 
deprive the next season of 
the tinder necessary to get 
the fire going again. 

Almost every character 
with an ongoing crisis got 
some screen time, with the 
possible exception of Joan 
and Sal. 

Most surpris¬ 
ing of all was 
venal, grasping 
Pete Campbell, 
who showed 
startling signs 
of becoming 
something like 
a human being 
and exceeding 
anyone’s expectations 
since his Brylcreemed 
moonface poked its way 
up through the thicket of 
young suits in Sterling 
Cooper’s offices. Most 
telling of all, he needed 
the presence of Don Drap¬ 
er and Peggy Olson (Jon 
Hamm and Elisabeth 


Moss), the show’s pivotal 
characters, to effect this 
transformation. 

Don’s martial and per¬ 
sonal freefall took up 
much of the season’s oxy¬ 
gen, but creator Matt 
Weiner finally allowed Peg¬ 
gy to shine in a scene 
where we finally learn 
what happened to the ba¬ 
by she had at the end of 
last season — Pete’s baby, 
he discovers, devastatingly. 
“One day you’re there, and 
then all of a sudden there’s 
less of you,” she tells Pete, 
and she could be talking 
about the baby, or about 
some indefinable but vital 
part of herself. 

I can’t help but imagine 
my own birth mother, hav¬ 
ing the same thought, at 
around the same time, af¬ 
ter giving me up for adop¬ 
tion — or maybe not. The 
possibility, remote as it is, 
might explain some of my 
ardent connection to the 
show, and why its absence 
until next summer res¬ 
onates more like the loss 
of a friend or family mem¬ 
ber than a brief amuse¬ 
ment deficit.

2 tsp (10 mL) ground cumin 
1-1/2 tsp (7 mL) chili powder 
3/4 tsp (4 mL) oregano 
1/2 tsp black pepper 
2/3 cup (150 mL) spicy tomato-
